“AN INTERIOR BAY OF A CHURCH” 


The building committee for an important church requires 
among the competitive drawings a detail of one bay of the nave 
at a large scale. It is assumed that the piers of the nave are 
spaced 15’ 0” on centers (in longitudinal direction) and that 
the nave itself is about 30’ 0” wide. There may be side aisles. 
The height is left to the competitor, but the scheme must _pro- 
vide lighting by clerestory windows. The entire interior is to 
be of cut stone and particular stress is to be laid upon the 
working out of the jointing of the piers, floors, wall surfaces 
and vaulting.

CLASS “B’—III PROJET 


“A LOBBY FOR A BANK AND OFFICE 
BUILDING” 


The subject of this program is the lobby of a bank and office 
building as described below. This office building is located on 
a rectangular block with streets on all sides and with an in- 
terior court, so that on the typical floors there are offices all 
the way around on the streets and the court. Below the court 
on the second floor is the main banking room. ‘This necessi- 
tates placing the elevators, stairs and utilities in the four 
dark corners. 


The lobby on the ground floor is preceded by a vestibule and 
a colonnade set back within the building, or a row of columns 
slightly projecting from the main building line on the narrow 
side of the block. The entrance vestibule opens on a spacious 
lobby between two banks of elevators which do not open off 
of the lobby but from minor lobbies whose openings are on 
the cross axis of the main lobby. The elevators are not used 
as means of access to the second floor banking room. The 
interior side of this lobby gives access, on the center line of the 
building, to the grand staircase leading up to the main banking 
room and also gives access to two banking rooms on each side 
of the building on the ground floor beyond the lobby. The 
staircase will start one bay beyond the lobby, and its well 
opening is entirely in the main banking room. Under the grand 
staircase will be a stair giving access to the safe deposit lobby 
and vaults, the public toilets, etc., in the basement. Between 
this main stairway and a similar main stairway, with its lobby 


and vestibule at the other end of the building, there is a pub- 
lic passageway on the ground floor. 


The structural columns of the building where the lobby oc- 
curs will be thirty feet on centers for the center bay in the 
longitudinal direction, and eighteen feet on centers in the op- 
posite direction for the three center bays. The dimensions on 
centers for the first two rows of the structural columns, which 
precede those of the lobby, are to be somewhat smaller in both 
directions than those of the lobby. The height from first to 
second floor will be fifteen feet.

“A NAVY YARD” 


In one of our insular possessions in the Tropics, a superb 
site for a navy yard has been selected where there is also a 
fine and protected anchorage for a great fleet and deep water 
to the very edge of the shore. The property chosen is a fairly 
level promontory projecting into the bay. The promontory, ir- 
regular in outline, is roughly comprised within a triangle, the 
base of which (the land side) is 8,000’ long, and the other two 
sides 5,500’ each. Piers may project: beyond the outlines of 
the triangle. 


The practical requirements are enumerated below, but it is 
essential that the units demanded should be grouped in such 
fashion as to make a plan having the architectural qualities of 
logic and clarity in the disposition of parts, and that the treat- 
ment should beautify the site rather than degrade it. 

It.is not required of the competitors to indicate the inferior 
dispositions of the buildings, but the piers, buildings, etc., 
must be named on the plan. 

The requirements are: 

A—The industrial group: 
1. Dry Dock, 1200’ x 150’, with an entrance (135’ wide) 
on one end. 

2. Fight Shops, each approximating 800’ x 125’ floor area. 
a—Machine Shop No 
b—Machine Shop No. 2. 
c—Smith. 
d—Riggers and Laborers. 
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e—Ship Fitters. 

f—Joiners. 

g—FElectric. 

h—Copper and Sheet Metal. 
These shops are one-story enclosures, placed directly 
on the waterfront. ‘They may be placed together or 
grouped on each side of the Dry Dock. 


3. Nine or Ten Piers, 800’ long x 100’ wide, 350’ on cen- 
ters at the shore line. These piers run out from the 
spaces between the shops. There is also one on each 
side of the Dry Dock. 

4. Four Shipways, each 400’ x 160’ and covered with a 
a ship building shed. Adjacent to these are: 

a—T'wo buildings, 100’ x 30’, for storage of material. 
b—Two marine railways for pulling boats out of 
the water. 

5. Two Department 
200’ x 50’. 

a—Supply Department for storehouse purposes. 
b—Industrial Department for administration offices. 
B—A Coaling Plant: 

This should have either wharfs, or piers approximately 

400’ long, and space for the storage of a great quantity 

of coal, and 2 oil storage tanks, 100’ in diameter, enclosed 

in embankments. 
C—Power Plant: 
To give heat, light and power for entire yard. A pattern 
shop and a foundry shall be adjacent to this. 
D—Officers’ Quarters: 
These shall be in or about a handsome wooded park 
with drives, and placed far enough from the shops to 
be attractive residences. They consist of: 
1. Commandant’s house and garage. 
2. 15 houses and garages for married officers. 
E—Barracks and Drill Field. 
1. Barracks for 750 men in units of 50. 
2. Drill Feld, approximately 1200’ x 600’. 


Buildings, each approximately 


F—A Small Hospital : 
Placed in an isolated position. 


To facilitate control, a high wall having a single guarded 
entrance, will enclose the land side of the site. 


The various buildings and groups, with their landscape treat- 
ments, must be so disposed that the whole will form an archi- 
tectural composition.

The build'ng committee of an important city women’s club 
has asked for architectural designs and ideas for furnishing 
the general lounge of their new clubhouse. 


This room does not demand adherence to any one particu- 
lar style or period of work, as it extends the width of the house 
and is closed off in the plan, therefore no restrictions of this 
kind are necessary. 


The room is in the rear on the second floor, overlooking a 
garden which will be laid out in an attractive manner. The 
room is 50 feet long, 25 feet wide and high. The accompany- 
ing blue print shows the dimensions, the door opening, and 
also position of the mantel; these are mandatory. The windows 
may be varied to suit the design. 


The following notes are given as suggestions: Special atten- 
tion is called to the fact that this room must be dignified 
while having a comfortable and restful atmosphere, and still 
have interest. There is a regular library in the house, but some 
accommodation for books would not be out of place. A desk 
should not be the central feature of the room, but a few places 
where one could write a letter would be considered essential. 
The design of the ceiling is left to the discretion of the student, 
but it must be of plaster.
